The annual Fall Rally of the 
High River Presbyterial of the W. 

M.S. was held recently in Vulcan 
United Church, when upwards of 
fifty delegates from nearly all 
points in the Presbytery 'attended. 
The president®. Mrs.i ’’Fred Mc- 
keage, was in the chair. The open¬ 
ing worship taken by Mrs. Fergu¬ 
son of Claresholm, set a hjgh tone 
for the whole session. Reports 
were given on Christian Steward¬ 
ship, finance and the Church Cen¬ 
tred Program for Youth. A fine se¬ 
lection of supplementary literature 
was on display, dealing with the 
new courses of study on Africa. A 
set of posters suitable for Temper¬ 
ance study in church schools, was 
also shown. Mrs. Fowler of Alder- 
syde dealt with the organization 
and value of baby bands stating 
that missionary education, begun 
in the home, would result in a 
knowledge and tolerance of moth¬ 
ers and children of other races, 
and develop a spirit of co-eperation 
and friendliness throughout the 
world. 

The highlight of the.Rally was 
an address by MissfEdna McLel- 
lan, at present Strangers’ Secre¬ 
tary and hospital visitor in Cal¬ 
gary, who went as a missionary to 
Korea in 1913, and returned in 1941 
when it was found necessary to 
evacuate our missionaries ftom the 
Japan-dominated country. Miss 
McLellan said that Japan had done 
■much for Korea in the way of mod¬ 
ern improvements which, however, 
proved a jfoor substitute for free¬ 
dom; shrine worship and pledge of 
loyalty to Japan were hard on the 
Christians. The Canadian mission¬ 
ary work is carried on in the nor¬ 
thern part, and she was stationed 
in Korea’s most northerly town. 
She then drew a picture of the 
native life, customs and beliefs 
and vividly portrayed the great 
difference Christianity makes—in 
freedom from fear and supersti¬ 
tion, in cleanliness of homes, ex¬ 
pressions oti their faces, even the 
raising of ages for marriage. Dur¬ 
ing the years, as'a-result of the 
interpreters, the establishment of 
lower grade and high schools, dor¬ 
mitories? hospitals and a college 
where young people are trained in 
nursing, teaching, music, kinder¬ 
garten and home economics, the 
Koreans have become self-suffic¬ 
ient to quite an extent. Now that 
Korea is free, her doors arfeiwide 
open to Christianity and itsvnis- 
sionaries. The Mission Boards of 
CanadtTand the United States are 
jointly sending a scouting party 
this year to re-establish Christian 
Work in ^orea. Miss McLellan’s 
charming personality and keen^ 
sense of humor made listening to 
her a pleasure. At the close of the 
formal meeting a friendly social 
hour was spent in the schoolroom, 
when the Vulcan members served 
refreshments in their usual cordial 
manner.

At the annual convention of the 
Union of Alberta Municipalities 
held in Calgary last week, there 
was quite an amount of discussion 
supporting a resolution from Cal¬ 
gary asking that the province pay 
municipalities a fair share of the 
taxes borne by other owners. This 
was in relation to provincial prop¬ 
erty exempt from taxes and enjoy¬ 
ing the - benefits of municipally 
maintained utilities. Such property 
has been increasing rapidly, in re¬ 
cent years and someyis being used 
for ordinary business ^purposes in 
competition with fax paying busi¬ 
ness. x 

Respecting the problem of re¬ 
establishment of ex-service men in 
small towns, a resolution from 
Edson pointed out that practically 
the only method of employing ex¬ 
tra men would be through public 
works. It was asked that the fed¬ 
eral government provide the means 
for this either through outright 
grants, or guaranteed loans at 
lower interest than can usually be 
secured. 

The Alberta government was 
urged to maintain provincial high¬ 
ways within urban to maintain 
provincial highways within urban 
municipalities on a 50-50 cost bas¬ 
is, It was further pointed out that 
small towns had no adequate facili¬ 
ties for the proper maintenance of 
the highways within their bound¬ 
aries, and that it cost these small 
centres five times as much to do 
the work as it did the government. 

The general sentiment was that 
senior governments should share 
more generously in educational 
costs. J. M. Wheatley of the Al¬ 
berta Association of Municipal 
Districts stated that rural munici¬ 
palities now got only 12% of costs 
from the government and had to 
carry, the rest. Stress alsb was 
laid on the need of establishing 
more scholarships, in order that 
able students could get to Univer¬ 
sity. At present University costs 
are prohibitive to many deserving 
young people, and because of this 
the nation suffers loss of potential 
ability. 

The senior governments were 
asked to relieve municipalities en¬ 
tirely of the cost of old age, in¬ 
digent and mentally infirm persons. 
If the province assumed 25% of 
the cost of old age pensions! in¬ 
stead of the present 15% 'this

THINGS WE WOULD LIKE TO 
SEE IN VULCAN 


Are your children getting half a 
hog’s chance? asks Mi§s B. Joyce 
Lewis, Nutritionist for the Home 
Economics Service. Miss Lewis 
points out that protein supple¬ 
ments for hogs have been widely 
stressed and that more attention 
bould well be given to the diet of 
our children. Milk is good for hogs 
says Miss Lewis, but don’t forget 
that you childrren need it too. 

Youngsters need to start for 
school with a proper breakfast un¬ 
der their belts, and a well planned 
box under their arms unless they 
come home at noon. The lunch box 
should contain milk, muscle build¬ 
ers, a fruit or vegetable, and dark 
bread or bread made with Vitamin 
B approved flour. 

Milk is essential for growth and 
for strong bones and teeth. Protein 
foods such as meat, fish, eggs, 
cheese, dried peas and beans or 
peanut butter, are needed to build 
muscles and supply minerals and 
vitamins for growth and health. 
Fruits and vegetables supply more 
of the much needed minerals and 
vitamins. Wholesome bread pro¬ 
vides extra iron for good red blood 
and B. Vitamins for steady nerves,

-three soldiers appealed on the 
scene and going to the lwnch > coun- 
ter ordered coffee and toast. A lit¬ 
tle later three sailors ordered cof¬ 
fee and toast. Last of all the air¬ 
force chaps appeared and thflytocr 
ordered coffee’and toast. About a 
half an hour later ,the little C.W. 
A.C. came down as bright and 
fresh as the morning and ’stepping 
over to the counter ordered tea 
and toast.. This little story goes 
to prove that in the services nine 
people out of ten prefer coifee in 
the mornings.
